A munici- 
pal airfield  is  as  essential  as  a deep  sea  harbor. 
Neither  can  be  forgotten.

I his  paper  has  already  touihcd  on  the 
obvious  need  for  belter- lighting  in  the  resi- 
dential and  business  districts  ot  the  com- 
mumty.  for  a co-ordinated  metropolitan  po- 
lice force  f r*r  amalgamation  with  all  that  it 
would  mean  to  the  four  municipalities  in 
the  same  close-in  area  We  believe  that  the 
people  are  far  more  ready  for  these  moves 
than  their  leaders  have  shown  themselves  to 
be  in  the  past  Certainly,  until  amalgama- 
tion comes  the  curse  of  duplication  will  haunt 
the  area  as  a whole:  with  its  corollary,  in- 
sufficiency ot  provision  of  public  facilities 
and  community  services.

A good  point  was  made  before  a local 
service  club  yesterday  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Main- 
waring.  vice-president  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Blcctrk  Railway.  In  the  course  of  other 
proposals.  Mr.  Mamwaring  suggested  the 
development  of  Victoria’s  twelve  beaches, 
with  swimming  pools  and  other  facilities 
along  the  line  well  understood  in  older  lands 
Thu  is  practical  and  tidal  pools  of  the  type 
described  could  bo  used  readily  to  provide 
sun  warmed  water  in  which  thousands,  resi- 
dents and  visitors  alike,  could  enjoy  them- 
selves during  almost  nine  months  out  of  the 
twelve  in  the  year  The  cost  compared  with 
the  advantages,  would  be  slight,  and  the  pro- 
posal is  one  that  should  be  borne  in  mind  in 
planning  for  the  future 

In  all  planning  however  Greater  Viitoria 
should  be  careful  to  guard  first  its  business 
existence  which  next  to  San  I rancisco.  goes 
a long  way  into  the  past.

.Southampton  Hit 

Difficulties  are  relative  ami  u does  not 
solve  the  problems  ol  one  city  to  cite  another 
which  has  suffered  much  more  through  the 
upsets  of  war.  but  it  is  sometimes  salutary 
to  reflect  on  the  comparison.  Southampton 
is  a case  in  point  This  great  English  Chan- 
nel port,  through  which  • Canadians  and 
other  Allied  soldiers  poured  on  their  way  to 
the -Normandy  beaches,  is  in  dire  distress  as 
a result  of  enemy  action.  Much  of  her  taxa 
4ion  values  have  been  wiped  out.  her  treasury 
is  bare,  and  an  urgent  appeal  has  gone  out  lot 
Governmental  assistance 

As  the  base  of  invasion  armies ' Southamp- 
ton was  a prime  target  for  enemy  bombers, 
second  only  to  London  itself.  Only  the 
quick  captured  -Flying  bomb  and  rocket  sites 
by  Canadians  raved  it  from  total  destruc- 
tion. As  it  is.  there  is  no  longer  any  shop- 
ping centre  of  size,  and  civic  enterprise  has 
to  start  again  almost  from  scratch  No  few- 
er than  4.274  houses  were  destroyed  and 
•©me  H.000  damaged,  some  of  tbemTive  or 


although  in  their  own  way  not  always  easy 
of  solution  T he  record  of  their  citizens  who 
wore  a uniform  should  also  be  a guarantee 
that  initiative  and  enterprise  will  see  them 
safely  through  the  difficulties  of  postwar 
rehabilitation. 

Only  One  Service 

Sometimes  in  the  official  provisions  and 
regulations  of  the  day  the  veterans  of  this  and 
the  veterans  of  earlier  wars  seem  to  be  viewed 
as  different  types  of  individuals,  one  to  be 
favored  and  rhe  other  not  ^ny  such  treat- 
ment.- unintended  as  we  believe  it  to  be. 
would  surely  be  unjust.  There  is  after  all 
only  one  type  of  service  to  Canada,  and  that 
was  the  willingness  to  serve  this  nation  on 
the  field  of  battle  The  veteran  of  1914-18 
spent  long  years  in  thc/trenches.  seldom  out 
of  fire  His  I 919-45  counterpart  saw  hard 
fighting  in  tense  and  epic  moments  of  prob 
ably  shorter  duration.  . But  both  served, 
fauhfully  and  well,  in  the  face  of  the  same 
foe. 

By  reason  of  their  years,  the  veterans  of 
the  Great  War  and  of  earlier  campaigns  can 
hardly  compete  wit h the  young  and  active 
ex -servicemen  of  today.  Nor  should  they  be 
expected  to  do  so.  Such  provisions  as  as- 
sisted land  settlcmcaf.  vocational  training 
and  the  like  scarcely  match  their  needs  in  life. 
If  an.Kwhere  in  Canada  there  remain  veterans 
of  earlier  wars  unsettled  and  un  established 
after  the  passage  of  all  these  years,  then  the 
country  should  be  prepared  to  make  some 
form  of  provision  for  them  as  generous  in 
spirit  as  it  is  today  with  the  last  battle  veter- 
an home 

Some  have  suggested  a direct  pension  for 
the  veteran  of  two  wars,  where  he  has  need  of 
it.  That  might  apply  in  some  instances,  and 
might  not  in  others  for  a variety  of  human 
reasons.  But  Canada  could,  and  we  think 
should,  see  to  it  that  the  veterans  of  earlier 
wars  are  not  forgotten  in  the  task  of  remem- 
bering ihe  men  returning  now  with  new 
honors  on  their  shields.  The  same  type  of 
men  arc  concerned  They  hazardeJ  their 
lives  for  Canada.

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  Tourist 
Educational  Week,  to  launched  in  April 
or  May  by  the  Canadian  Association  of 
I ounsi  and  Publicity  Bureaus,  is  to  rebuild 
ihe  sort  of  courteous  service  upon  whicl)  t lie 
tourist  industry  depends  for  its  prosperity. 
Under  the  stress  of  war  and  the  harassment 
of  shortages  and  insufficient  help,  much  of 
the  nicety  of  manner  that  makes  people  wel- 
come and  feel  at  home  was  conspicuous  by  its 
absence.  Lack  of  politeness  in  most  cases  was 
no  doubt  unintentional,  but  the  restoration 
of  courtesy  as  a cardinal  factor  in  tourist 
promotion  is  recognized  as  desirable. 

It  is  not  in  the  tourist  field  alone  .that 
some  grace  in  personal  relationships  would 
br  an  advantage.  Most  of  us  have  allowed 
our  manners  to  deteriorate  in  recent  years — 
from  one  cause  or  another  and  community 
life  has  suffered  as  a result.  The  courteous 
service  that  was  once  a hall-mark  of  this  city 
in  stores,  in  offices  and  elsewhere  is  no 
longer  quite  so  evident  The  maxim  that  the 
customer  ^ ahvavs  right  is  not  always  cor- 
rect. but  it  is  a good  premise  to  adopt  by 
those  whose  vocation  it  is  to  deal  with  the 
general  public  It  invites,  also,  a reciprocal 
reaction  that  makes  personal  contact  enjoy- 
able to  both  parties. 

It  was  the  Farl  of  Chesterfield  who  said 
he  could  kick  a man  downstairs  with  more 
courtesy  than  another  could  invite  him  up 
If  this  philosophy  comes  from  older  and 
perhaps  more  leisurely  and  polite  times  it 
still  has  virtue  in  modern,  high-speed  days, 
Certainly  a refusal  couched  in  kindly  terms 
costs  nothing  ami  palliates  disappointment 
It  is  the  little  embellishments  of  word  and 
thought  that  count.  If  our  personal  con- 
tacts are  clothed  with  a mantle  of  courtesy 
there  is  more  apt  to  be  give  and  take,  and  a 
feeling  of’  satisfaction  and  well-being  all 
round

Members  ot  the  famous  Vic- 
toria regiment  are  being  asked  if 
they  want  a change  in  Us  name, 
and  six  suggestions,  mostly  variants 
of  the  present  title,  are  offered  as  a 
guide 

Since  soldiers  as  a rule  grow  to 
venerate  the  Identity  of  their  regi- 
ment, especially  If  they*  have  won 
national  renown,  it  Is  a safe  bet 
more  thought  is  being  given  to  this 
poll  than  to  any  other  in  thrtr  ex- 
perience. 

It  might  be  wondered  why  a regi- 
ment with  a name  synonymous  in 
two  wars  with  courage  and  distinc- 
tion should  want  to  change  It.  were 
it  not  for  an  assumption  implicit  in 
the  questionnaire.  -The  prefix 
'Royal"  is  attached  to  severul  of 
the  suggested  titles.  Invoking  the 
surmise  ‘.hat  acceptance  of  this 
honor  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  regi- 
ment. 

NOT  FIRST  TIME 

Tills  wont  be  the  fust  tune  like 
Canadian  Scots  have  pondered  the 
adoption  of  such  a prefix,  or  its  in- 
corporation somewhere  In  Its  title. 
The  record  of  the  old  16th— the 
original  Canadian  Scottish— made 
the  War  Office  anxious  to  grant  the 
distinction  now  apparently  proffered 
again  by  Canadian  OHQ 
- Not  all  regiments  care  to  include 
the  word  ' Royal"  in  their  names, 
honor  though  it  may  be.  Some  nine 
Canadian  units  hake  it.  and  «o  have 
more  than  a score  of  British  regi- 
ments. But  many  of  the  most  Illus- 
trious units  of  the  British  Army 
have  preferred  to  keep  tjieir  treus- 
ured  regimental  identities  un- 
adorned 

The  famous  Guurds  regiments, 
and  most  of  the  crack  Highland 
units,  for  example,  do  not  Include 
"Royal'  m their  titles  So  If  the 
soldier*  ol  Victoria's  Highland 
regiment  decide  against  It,  they  will 
be  in  Rood  company 

If  they  decide  In  favor  of  it.  of 
course  they  will  be  in  equally  good 
company,  both  Canadian  and  Im- 
perial And  the  Old  Country  regi- 
ment U»  which  The  Canadian  Scot- 
tish U allied  is  The  Royal  Scots,  and 
it  has  a military  record  unsurpassed 
by  any  other  formation 
LObS  OF  IDENTITY 

One  pt  the  suggested  names  In 
the  questionnaire,  incidentally,  is 
"The  Royal  Scots  of  Canada."  but 
since  this  title,  honorable  though 
it  might  be.  would  mean  loss  of  the 
distinctive  words  that  h«vf  made 
"Citfiadlan  Scottish"  a household 
name  in  Canada  and  Europe,  one 
supposes  Its  adoption  is  unlikely. 

The  decision  Is  In  the  hand*  of 
those  best  fitted  to  make  It.  nat- 
urally But  as  a community  Victoria 
ha*  a deep  interest  in  It.  Tike  Cana- 
dian Scottish  Regiment  is  part  of  its 
warp  and  woof,  and  in  the  military 
sense  its  fortunes  are  those  of  hun- 
dreds of  Its  families.  Bo  that  not 
only  the  men  concerned,  but  practi- 
cally everyone  lit  town  will  watch 
the  result  of  the  questionnaire  with 
eagerness.  * 

Whatever  it  is,  there  will  be  no 
qunrrel  with  it.  The  men  who  fought 
with  the  regiment  lit  two  wars  and 
made  it  famous  are  the  men  whose 
privilege  It  Is  to  deride  on  Its  name 

It  will  be  surprlrlng.  however,  If 
the  words  "Canadian  Scottish'  ar« 
not  retained  as  the  distinctive  fea- 
ture of  regimental  designation  It 
U no  exaggeration  to  say  that  Cana- 
dian Scots  fought  bettrr  just  because 
they  were  Canadian  Scot*,  such  is 
the  pride  that  service  In  a top- line 
regiment  engenders. 

AFTLY  CHOSEN 

The  regimental  name  itself  wax 
aptly  chosen  in  th.  first  place  As 
most  Victorians  know,  the  16th  Bat- 
talion of  the  C.E  F was  created  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  Orcat  War  by 
a merger  of  contingents  from  four 
Canadian  Highland  regiments',  vlx..

NUERNBERG.  Jan.  24  i^*). — A terror  campaign  against  high 
French  soldiers  and  their  famine*  whep  the  Allies  landed  In 
France  was  planned  by  the  Nazi*  as  early  as  June.  1943  and 
was  carried  out  with  savage  thoroughness  a year  later,  French  pros- 
ecutors charged  today  . 

The  Germans  hoped  by  this  program  to  stamp  out  liie  possible 
leadership  of  Internationa!  resistance  when  the  Invasion  came,  the 
prosecution  said.  It  submitted  to  the  International  Military  Tri- 
bunal trying  22  ranking  Nazis  document*  showing  that  both  Joachim 
von  Ribbentrop's  Foreign  Office  and  the  High  Command  under  Field 
Marshal  Wilhelm  Keitel  participated  In  the  planning. 

The  outgrowth  of  tills  and  other  Nazi  efforts  to  sump  out  any
